Report  of  the 
ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 


The  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Conway  presents 
herewith  a  brief  report  for  the  year  1946. 

Immediately  following  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in 
March,  1946  yom-  Committee  met  frequently  with  the  Select- 
men, and,  together  with  them,  interviewed  several  applicants, 
imanimously  approving  the  appointment  by  the  Selectmen  of 
Mr.  Nat  Stevens,  an  engineer  formerly  with  the  State  Highway 
Department. 

Following  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Stevens  in  April,  1946 
the  Committee  worked  closely  with  the  new  appointee  whose 
work  and  methods  we  have  watched  carefully  and  critically. 

Mr.  Stevens  has  supplied  the  Committee  monthly  with 
financial  statements  of  those  departments  for  which  he  was 
responsible.  At  each  meeting  these  facts  and  figures  were 
thoroughly  discussed  and  it  is  the  consensus  of  opinion  of  the 
Committee  that  the  Town's  money  has  been  well  spent  under 
Mr.  Stevens  super\asion.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  as  of 
December  31,  1945  the  Town  had  a  debt  of  $4,467.99  and  as 
of  December  31,  1946  the  surplus  was  $6,251.87.  This  shows 
an  improvement  in  the  financial  position  of  the  Town  to  the 
extent  of  $10,719.87  for  the  year  in  which  Mr.  Stevens  served 
as  Town  Manager  for  a  period  of  eight  months.     The  budget

which  the  Manager  presented  for  the  ensuing  year,  exclusive 
of  any  special  articles  to  be  inserted  in  the  warrant,  will  result 
in  a  substantial  reduction  in  our  tax  rate. 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  we  are  of  the  unanimous 
opinion  that  Mr.  Stevens,  notwithstanding  the  many  handicaps 
he  encountered  as  Town  Manager,  has  accomplished  a  remark- 
ably fine  job  and  effected  many  savings  in  those  departments 
over  which  he  has  had  jurisdiction. 

As  experience  and  knowledge  of  our  Town  is  acquired 
by  the  Town  Manager,  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that 
the  expenses  of  oin-  Town  will  be  carefully  supervised  and 
less   in   total  amount. 

The  Committee  believes  that  the  Town  Manager  form  of 
government  is  proving  as  successful  in  Conway  as  in  the  many 
towns  and  cities  throughout  the  United  States  where  it  is  now 
in  force.

A  probationary  period  of  one  year  was  instituted  by  the  Chief 
of  Pohce.  They  are  to  report  to  him  every  Friday  for  a  period 
of  one  year;  during  that  time  they  will  be  instructed  in  the 
basic  principals  of  Law,  law  enforcement,  and  the  Chief  will 
endea\'or  to  follow  a  program  which  is  interesting  and  educa- 
tional. 

On  Nov.  16,  1946,  a  phone  call  was  received  from  the 
Kennebec  County  Sheriff's  office,  in  Augusta,  Maine.  It  was 
requested  that  this  department  be  on  the  lookout  for  a  man  they 
had  reason  to  think  that  he  might  be  in  this  locality.  He  was 
wanted  for  aiding  and  abetting  in  the  escape  of  prisoners  from 
the  Kennebec  County  jail.  They  gave  a  detailed  description  of 
the  suspect  and  stated  they  had  a  warrant  for  his  arrest  and 
they  would  rendite.  On  Nov.  21,  1946,  the  suspect  was  appre- 
hended in  Conway  by  a  member  of  this  department.  The  sus- 
pect waved  extradition,  necessary  papers  were  issued  and  he 
was  turned  over  to  Maine  authorities. 

Up  to  December  1,  1946,  five  automobile  accidents  were 
investigated  by  this  department.  Three  pedestrians  were  struck 
by  automobiles,  none  were  seriously  injured.  One  hit  and  run 
accident,  the  car  was  found  abandoned  in  Bartlett  the  following 
day.  The  damage  to  the  car  was  extensive.  The  operator  was 
apprehended  two  days  later  and  brought  to  Court. 

From  Sept.  22,  1946  to  Dec.  31,  1946,  fifteen  lodgers  stayed 
overnight  in  the  North  Conway  precinct  building  jail. 

Seventeen  men  were  fingerprinted  and  their  prints  for- 
warded to  the  New  Hampshire  State  Bureau  of  Identification. 
Nine  of  the  men  had  a  criminal  record  prior  to  being  arrested 
in  Conway.

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Forest  Fire  Warden's  Report 

HELP  YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  PREVENT 
FIRES  — IT  PAYS! 


Prevention  is  one  of  the  most  important  phases  of  all  fire 
effort.  This  is  particularly  true  of  forest  fire  control  work. 
Preventing  forest  fires  preserves  valuable  forest  growth  and 
other  property,  conserves  man  power  and  permits  their  use  in 
producti\'e  channels,  saves  taxpayers'  money  and  conser^'es  fire 
fighting  equipment. 

The  prevention  of  forest  fires  is  the  most  important  and 
difficult  part  of  the  work  of  your  forest  fire  warden  who  heads 
a  local  organization  set  up  primarily  for  the  security  of  your 
community's  forest  property.  Appointed  by  the  State  Forester, 
upon  recommendation  of  the  Selectmen,  he  is  charged  by  law 
with  the  responsibility  of  local  administration  of  forest  fire 
laws,  fire  prevention  and  suppression.  In  his  work  he  is  aided 
by  deputy  forest  fire  wardens  who,  in  emergency,  may  assume 
his  power  and  authority.  The  warden  is  guided  in  his  work  by 
instructions  received  from  the  State  Forester  and  by  the  District 
Fre  Chief  who  represents  the  State  Forester. 

The  importance  and  value  of  the  work  of  the  forest  fire 
warden  apd  his  deputies  is,  perhaps,  best  appreciated  during 
hazardous  periods  when  fire  danger  is  greatest.  The  public, 
howe\er,  looks  to  him  at  all  times  for  speedy  and  economical 
suppression  of  going  fires. 

To  properly  fulfill  his  mission,  the  warden  needs  the 
generous  and  understanding  cooperation  of  the  public  at  large. 
Fie  attempts  to  secure  this  cooperation  by  the  posting  of  caution 
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notices,  news  items  and  by  word  of  mouth,  always  carefully 
explaining  the  necessity  of  restrictions  imposed.  In  the  matter 
of  giving  cooperation,  however,  the  public  often  fails.  The 
record  shows  that  an  average  of  7,300  acres  of  woodland  are 
burned  over  by  forest  fires  in  New  Hampshire  each  year. 
Analysis  of  fire  causes  reveal  the  fact  that  more  than  98  percent 
of  all  forest  fires  are,  consistently,  the  result  of  human  careless- 
ness and  are  preventable. 

The  careless  smoker  fails  to  properly  extinguish  his  cigar, 
cigarette  or  pipe  ashes  or  thoughtlessly  throws  them  from  the 
car  window;  the  debris  burner  fails  or  refuses  to  consult  the 
warden,  as  the  law  requires  when  the  ground  is  not  covered 
with  snow,  before  attempting  to  burn;  campers  fail  to  properly 
extinguish  their  fires  or  frequently  build  fires  when  conditions 
are  unfavorable. 

The  elimination  of  human  causes  from  the  forest  fire  prob- 
lem is  the  answer.  This  is  not  as  difficult  of  accomplishment  as 
it  might  appear  at  first  glance.   Let  each  one  who  reads  this — 

1.  Use  ordinary  common  sense  with  fire  in  and  near  woodland. 

2.  Comply  with  requirements  on  the  use  of  fire  in  and  near 
woodland  and  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow, 
secure  written  permission  to  burn  from  the  forest  fire 
warden. 

3.  Be  careful  when  smoking  in  or  near  woodlands.  Don't 
throw  lighted  material  from  moving  vehicles. 

4.  Cooperate  with  and  assist  the  warden  and  urge  others  to 
do  so. 

5.  HELP  YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  PREVENT 
FIRES — his  efforts  are  only  as  effective  as  is  the  cooperation 
you  give  him!

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Report  of  Superintendent 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Conway: 

School  costs  have  greatly  increased  since  1940  and  the 
trend  will  continue  throughout  the  next  school  year.  The 
money  spent  per  pupil  by  the  taxpayers  of  Conway  is  some- 
what less  than  the  State  and  National  average  for  both  high 
and  elementary  schools.  The  local  cost  per  elementary  pupil 
for  the  school  year  1944-45  was  $83.11  as  against  the  State 
average  of  $112.29;  and  $145.66  for  each  high  school  pupil 
as  compared  with  the  State  average  of  $158.03.  The  budget 
for  the  next  year  requests  $1,900.00  less  from  local  taxation 
than  was  raised  this  year.  This  reduction  is  possible  because 
of  increased  elementary  and  high  school  tuition  receipts  and 
because  of  the  probability  of  more  state  aid  money. 

There  should  be  a  further  study  of  the  building  needs  at 
North  Conway  and  of  possible  ways  to  reduce  the  crowded 
condition  in  the  lower  grades  at  the  Conway  Grammar  School. 

The  health  work  this  year  has  included  a  thorough  ex- 
amination of  many  pupils.  The  cooperation  given  by  the 
doctors,  and  the  funds  donated  by  the  Woman's  Club,  Salva- 
tion Army,  and  Red  Cross  are  all  greatly  appreciated. 

Sixty-three  tuition  pupils  have  registered  at  Kennett  High 
School,  six  of  whom  have  left  school.  Thirty-seven  students 
have  registered  from  Tam\^'orth  and  have  become  amalgamated 
with  the  student  body  to  a  remarkable  degree.  They  have 
been  a  real  addition  to  the  school. 

Last  June  a  class  of  35  was  graduated,  five  of  whom  are 
now  married,  15  employed,  seven  in  the  Armed  forces,  one 
at  home,  five  in  college,  and  two  in  business  for  themselves. 
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There  are  students  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  Boston 
University,  Harvard,  Brown,  Syracuse,  Keene  and  Plymouth 
Colleges,  Bowdoin,  Simmons  and  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Insti- 
tute. 

The  Agricultural  course,  established  last  fall,  has  21  stu- 
dents registered,  working  in  all  phases  of  agriculture  fitted  to 
this  locality,  including  instruction  in  carpentry,  plumbing,  sold- 
ering, blacksmithing,  care  of  farm  engines,  electricity,  and 
rope  work.  Each  student  is  required  to  carry  on  a  home  proj- 
ect, and  these  projects  are  approved  and  supervised  by  Mr. 
Bubar.  There  are  projects  this  year  in  gardening,  poultry, 
bee-keeping,  landscaping,  dairying,  pigs,  and  forestry.  Pupils 
from  towns  maintaining  a  high  school  may  have  their  tuition 
paid  by  the  State  if  they  take  the  Agricultural  course  at  Ken- 
nett  High  School.  It  is  also  possible  that  there  will  be  money 
available  for  the  payment  of  their  transportation. 

The  Home  Economics  classes  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Folsom  are  so  organized  that  the  freshmen  study  the  funda- 
mentals of  clothing  construction,  kinds  of  cloth,  patterns,  and 
problems  in  making  over  clothing.  The  sophomores  study 
foods  and  nutrition  which  include  food  preservation,  meal  plan- 
ning, preparation  and  serving.  The  juniors  study  the  home, 
consider  home  furnishings  and  other  problems  relating  to  the 
home.  The  senior  group  studies  the  family,  each  girl's  place 
in  the  family,  child  development,  home  nursing  and  family 
finances. 

Both  Miss  Folsom  and  Mr.  Bubar  plan  to  visit  each  par- 
ent of  the  students  in  their  classes  before  the  close  of  this 
school  year. 

The  work  in  Commerce  has  been  increased  this  year  and 
Miss  Giles  has  given  freely  of  her  time  outside  of  school  hours 
that  boys  and  girls  wishing  to  learn  to  typewrite  might  have 
the  opportunity.  The  classes  have  done  a  great  deal  of  work 
for  local  churches,  clubs,  and  school  organizations. 
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The  shop  has  been  rearranged  and  reorganized  and  is 
functioning  successfully.  The  course  is  very  popular,  and 
consequently  presents  the  problem  of  limiting  the  enrollment 
in  some  sections. 

The  music  work  tlu'oughout  the  schools  has  shown  great 
progress  imder  the  leadership  of  Miss  May.  The  elementary 
and  high  school  glee  clubs  have  made  an  excellent  beginning 
and  an  orchestra  has  been  started. 

The  physical  education  program  in  the  schools  has  been 
limited  although  organized  basketball  and  football  have  been 
included  in  the  program.  Mr.  Seidenstuecker,  Mr.  Davidson 
and  Mrs.  Sanborn  have  made  it  possible  for  many  boys  and  girls 
both  in  high  and  elementary  schools  to  have  some  athletic 
training.  A  ski  team  has  been  started,  under  the  direction,  of 
Mr.  Morton. 

The  teachers  have  given  unselfishly  of  their  energy  and 
time  to  make  this  a  successful  school  year  and  their  efforts 
are  sincerely  appreciated. 

Individual  reports  have  been  included  in  this  summary 
so  as  to  make  the  material  as  brief  as  possible.
